The Augusta, $10,000,000, 9,050 
.on flagship of Admiral Harry E.

:he Whangpoo to the Dollar liner 
President 
Hoover, 
bound 
for 
Manila. 


Admiral Yarnell had told the 
Japanese 
navy 
concisely 
that 


American vessels would navigate 
tbfe Whangpoo whenever and how- 
iver he wished without reference 
:o the Japanese, who had asked 
lim to give advance notice if any 
United States craft were to move 
on the river after dark. 
At 10:30 p. m. (8:30 a. m., 


c s t.) the Shanghai international 
section was rocked as if in an 
earthquake by the savage artillery 
duel over the Whangpoo. Chinese 
batteries well to the south of the 
settlement were exchanging shells 
with Japanese warships on the 
river 
and 
projectiles screamed 


over the foreign held parts of the 
city. 


Among the buildings reported 
destroyed in Hongkcw was a point 
factory belonging to the American 
Sherwin-Williams company.

WHY CLARK WAS DISMISSED 


(Continued from Page 1.) 


>raska to have an eirective boys' 
udustrial school. 


The cost of operating- this insti- 
ution is unreasonable. We base 
his statement on a comparison of 
.he cost of running the institution 
mentioned above, the Girls' Train- 
ng school, where the inmate popu- 
ation averages only ten less than 
hat of the Boys* Industrial school 
or a period beginning July 1st, 
L933 and ending June 30, 1935. The 
:ost of operating- the Girls' Train- 
ng school, which is operated for 
dentical purposes, for the above 
period was, $114,199.40. The cost 
if operating- the Boys' Industrial 
school was $162,017.18 for 
the 
iame period. From these figures 
'ou can readily see that it has 
cost the taxpayers of Nebraska ap- 
>roximately $48,000 for a two 
/ear periodr more to operate the 
Cearney institution than it did for 
he one at Geneva. While each 
nstitution handles approximately 
he same number of inmates, the 
Kearney institution operates a 
arm of 602 acres with a large 
)ortion of it under irrigation, and 
he Girls' Training- school operates 
>nly 70 acres. These facts plainly 
ihow that the business manage- 
ment at Kearney has been Inef- 
icient and costly. 
No Fire Escapes. 


"There are no fire escapes and 
should a fire break out near the 
lutsidc entrance so that the com- 
)any manager, who sleeps on the 
'loor below, could not get to the 
bolted door, the boys could not 
get out except by breaking the 
windows and breaking thru heavy 
screens which are fastened from 
.he outside. They would then have 
L.O jump out of these third story 
windows. In the fall of 1936, the 
board called this to the attention 
of Mr. Clark and delivered fire 
escapes to the institution. In June, 
1937, when the board visited the 
institution these fire escapes were 
still piled on the grounds. Very 
definite instructions were given 
Mr. Clark at this time to have 
them installed but to date noth- 
ng has been done. 
Mice and Rat Tall Credits. 


The credit system as a basis for 


parole does not indicate the prog- 
ress the child has made in reha- 
bilitation, since credits are given 
on mice and rat tails, cigarets and 
cigar stubs turned in to the super- 
intendents, and the boy's ability to 
repeat poetry to the superinten- 
dent. By this method some boys 
whose past case history show a

results. There are many needed repairs 
in the buildings v. htch have been per- 
mitted to go lor a long period of time, 
to the extent thai such permanent dam- 
age hs« been done. 
"The board found that the food served 
to the boys was not in sufficient quantity 
to satisfy the needs of a ft row ing boy who 
must do outdoor farm labor.

We all know that if our right-hand 
apponcnt opens the bidding with one 
spade and we immediately overcall in 
his suit with two spades, we are mak- 
ing the strongest possible call. Obvi- 
ously, when we thus Instruct partner 
that bidding must not be dropped 
until Kame has been reached, we must 
have a hand huge enough to warrant 
that order.

The bid on which I wish to put the 


ipotlight is East's five club bid. It 
stopped the opponents dead in their 
tracks, even though they held the su- 
perjor spade suit.

Thruout the Whole World

Religion ha« fallen upon dark 
days. Not for centuries has of- 
ficial persecution of Christianity 
reached the proportions now exist- 
ing in Germany and Russia. These 
two nations officially are openly 
hostile to the church, and are send- : 
ing the clergy to prison and exile. 
Mexico has only lately eased »ome- | 
what its drastic restrictions upon 
religion. Other nations, like Tur- 
key and Persia, have severely 
limited the liberty of religious or- 
ganizations; and have 
discarded 


their national affiliations with the 
prevailing faiths. 


"The1 days of the martyrs have 
returned!" exclaimed a speaker at 
a recent international conference, 
in reviewing the state of the 
church thruout the world. While 
these words are being read there 
today are saintly ministers of the 
gospel languishing in jail for their 
faith. The situation is one to 
arouse the universal Christian con- 
science. 
In lands where religious liberty 
etill prevails we find an almost 
equally ominous situation. Many 
institutions of higher 
education 
treat religion with either 
indif- 
ference or superciliousness. Every 
day reveals incidents which show 
that a generation ia coming upon 
the scene which does not know 
even the structure " or 
principal 
characters of the Bible, much less 
its 
definite teachings. Broadly 
•peaking, we find ourselves in an 
«ra of indifference 
to religion 
among the educated classes. Our 
day's major heresy is not modern- 
ism or fundamentalism, but indif- 
ferentism. 


Our Day's Greatest Lack. 


There is surely a direct connec- 
tion between this decline of re- 
ligious loyalty and interest, and 
the uncertainty, unrest, turmoil 
and antagonisms which are marks 
Of the present scene. Some unify- 
ing, guiding conviction has slipped 
out of both the public and official 
private advantage have superseded 
the great imperatives of righteous- 
ness. Labor, politics and society 
are torn with internal dissensions 
which reveal a stupid lack of clear 


objectives. Instead of pulling to- 
gether, our world is pulling apart. ' 


Even a thoughtless scanner of' 
headlines can perceive that our 
times need some 
new 
force to , 
unify and empower them—some 
master purpose, allegiance and 
obligation. We do not have to took 
overseas, where a tangle of con- 
tradictions and cross purposes and 


d selfishness have enmeshed 
the bewildered nations, to find this 
condition of runaway self interest. 


Far seeing men clearly discern 
Jiat, underlying all the present 
unrest and turbulence, what is 
needed most of all is a vital aware- 
ness of God. Statesmen and clergy 
and editors have been one in their 
clearcut affirmation of this truth. 
Society has ever been at its bes"t 
when the people as a whole were 
reverent and religious, and eager, 
above all else, to do the will of 
God. As Jehovah was established 
as the real Ruler of Israel, so He 
should be accepted by this mad, 
sad generation of ours. Our only 
hope is in God. A real revival of 
religion would do more for the na- 
tions than any radical acts of con- 
gresses or parliaments. 


Gleams of Assurance. 


Statistics are a sandy founda- 


tion. Yet there is a measure of re- 
assurance in the Christian Herald's 
recent statistical survey of the 
United States, which shows that 
church membership is increasing 
more rapidly 
than 
population." 
Underneath the depressing condi- 
tions already cited, runs the un- 
shaken loyalty of the great masses 
of common people to the God of 
their fathers. 


Broken up, this table of sta- 
tistics reveals several startling 
facts. 
Most* impressive is the 
showing that the various new, 
small, evangelistic religious bodies, 
which have arisen since the begin 
ning of the century, are adding to 
their membership at a rate sensa- 
tionally greater than that of the 
old churches. They seem to pos- 
sess a spiritual fervor and attrac- 
tiveness 
which the 
established 
bodies have not maintained. As 
always, the fortress 
of faith 
is 
with the plain people. Their fi- 
delity may yet thwart all the ef- 
forts of Russia and the nazi gov- 
ernment. From them we may 


learn the profound truth of the 
adequacy of God. 


A* It was Long Ago. 


This theme of religion in a na- 


tion's life, which is the Sunday 
school lesson that millions <^f per- 
sons in North America will con- 
sider, is based upon the early ex- 
periences of the Hebrews; when 
formal worship was established in 
the people's life. Israel was a 
theocracy, with God as its only 
ruler. His nearness. His 
will, 


completely dominated the new na- 
tion. Jehovah's presence and wor- 
ship were the first consideration. 
So the Jews were God guided and 
God guarded thruout their forma- 
tive period as a people. 


Persons who are content to en- 
tertain religion as a vague senti- 
ment, speaking 
often and airily 
about "worshipping God in na- 
:ure," will be jolted by this study 
into a realization that the wor- 
ship of God entails a definite dedi- 
cated house of worship; and obli- 
gations upon every member. 
The 
irst step in the building of an 
tabernacle was the collection of an 
offering 
from 
the 
Bible. 
The 


church collection plate 
has an 


honorable lineage. 


While ecclesiastical vanity and 
rivalry have often played a large 
part in the 
building of ornate 
churches, so that the religious of- 
fering of many a congregation are 
diverted and perverted into paying 
interest upon mortgages 
which 
never should have been contracted, 
the truth abides, with solid scrip- 
tural support, that houses of wor- 
ship should be beautiful and in ac- 
uord with the resources of the 
people. 
The story of David's 
preparation for the building of the 
first temple, centuries later than 
the events of this lesson, is very 
much m point. Architecture may 
be a real aid to worship. A church 
building is literally a "sermon in 
stone." 


But what made the tabernacle a 
sacred place was the evidence of 
the Divine Presence. 
It cast the 
solemn spell of Jehovah's nearness 
upon all the people. After all, the 
tabernacle was only a tent, altho 
the best that the people could pro- 
duce. God's presence has as often 
been felt in simple Quaker meeting 
houses and in humble chapels as in 
magnificent cathedrals. For the 
first three centuries of the Chris- 
tian church there were no church 
buildings; 
worshippers 
met 
In 
homes, in groves, in catacombs, or 


wherever else 
safety 
and 
con- 


venience could be found. 
First and best and last of the 


temples of God is 
the 
human 
heart; and it is there that His 
worship must be established if ours 
is to be a godly, and therefore a 
safe and happy, world.

Industry 


Workers Who Inhale 


Particles of Silica 
Victims of Disease

MANY OF my readers will re- 


call the tragedy in connection with 
the building of the Gauley bridge 
in West Virginia. I refer to the 
large number of cases of silicosis 
found among workers engaged in 
this large project. 


Ever since the publicity given 


the matter, a commission has been, 
constantly studying- this industrial 
hazard. I am glad to say that a 
great deal of benefit has been de- 
rived froir this investigation. 


Silicosis is a disease of the lungs. 


It is regarded now as chief of the 
hazards of industry. It ia caused 
by an accumulation of fin« parti-'1' 
clcs of silica within the lung tissue. 
These particles of sand are inhaled 
with the dust of the surrounding 
atmosphere. 


Silicosis is not a modern disease. 


It has been known to afflict man- 
kind for centuries, but only within, 
recent years has the ailment been 
thoroughly understood. It is hoped 
that as our knowledge of the dis- 
ease increases it will eventually he 
eradicated completely. 


"Miner's Consumption" 


Silicosia 
used 
to 
be 
called 


"miner's consumption". This was 
because of the frequency of the dis- 
turbance among miners. _ Today,, 
we know that sihcosis and tuber- 
culosis are quite distinct and sepa-i 
rate diseases. 


Since the disease la most com-, 


monly encountered in miners, sandi 
workers, quarry men, tunnel build-.1 
era and others engaged in similar 
occupations, every precaution must 
be taken for the protection of these 
men. 
The health authorities flow 


require that suitable masks be pro- 
vided for such workers. Adequate! 
ventilation must be provided at all! 
times. 


In addition, men engaged in this 


work must labor in short shifts. 
Neither are they permitted to en- 
gage in this tedious work for more 
than a few years,. Prolonged ex- 
posure is dangerous. 


Periodic health examinations are 


enforced. Men who are not physt- 
cally perfect must not undertake 
to engage in this work. Any sign 
of lung weakness is a warning that 
exposure to the dust, even in min- 
ute amounts, may be dangerous. 


When all of these measures are 


enforced, the danger of Silicosis is 
minimized.

I sat between Dumb Dan Mor- 


gan and Walter Monahan, two ex- 
perts, as Farr worked out. Mona- 
han, who once trained Jess Wil- 
lard, hasn't missed calling 
the 


winner in more than ten. years. 
He wasn't over keen about Farr; 
he wanted a few more days to 
make up his mind. 


Morgan had another angle. "I 


don't think Farr can beat Louis," 
he told me, "but I believe he can 
worry Louis a lot and stick around 
for quite a bit—maybe eight or 
ten rounds. He can do this if he 
doesn't get too aggressive and gd 
in slugging. HIa best chance is a 
left jab—and then keep moving. 
He isn't as easy to hit as he looks 
to be. I've known a lot of fighters 
like that. He isn't a great fighter, 
but he might be a pretty good one. 
He looks like a rough, tough young 
fellow with plenty of confidence. 
But it will take a smart, 
hard 


hitting right hand puncher to have 
an even chance with Louis." 


Jim Braddock was dead sure he 


could take the best punch Louis 
had and keep on going. Jim was 
no cuticle of a custard pie. He ad- 
mitted later that he had no idea 
Louis or anyone else could hit that 
hard, 


FRIT'S supporters are 
just as 


confident that Farr can take a 
Louis punch and keep on moving 
around—that he can be knocked 
down—but he will get up again. 


Neither Farr nor his backers 


have any idea how hard Louis can 
hit with either hand. 


The Bomber isn't the smartest 


fighter that ever threw a punch. 
His footwork doesn't belong to any 
gazelle. But he is fast with both 
hands, he can hit, and I don't think 
Farr can keep him away. 


What Joe Louis needs more than 


anything else is condition. He is 
the type that can get out of shape 
too quickly for a young fellow. 
But when he is in shape, he i.s a 
tiger cat. And he has been in fairly 
steady tiaining- since he began get- 
ting ready for Braddock last June. 
He wns in better shape for Brad- 
dock than he was for Max Schmel- 
ing, and he is in better shape for 
Farr than he was for Braddock.
